which predicted that bet­ 
ween 450 and 550 persons 
would die in traffic accidents 
and another 21,000 to 26,000 
would suffer disabling in­ 
juries.

persons who died in violent 
accidents in Texas during 
the Memorial Day weekend 
were killed in traffic ac­ 
cidents, possibly an in­ 
dication of changing driving 


habits brought about by the 
energy crisis.

34 persons died in violent 
accidents between 6 p.m.

WASHINGTON (UPI)

President Nixon said today 
Americans' cost of living 
could rise even faster in the 
months ahead if they “do not 
firmly resist temptations to 
new inflationary policy.’’

In Kentucky, Republican 
Sen. Marlow' W. Cook and 
Democratic Gov.

Ford are heavy favorites to 
win se n a to ria l p rim a rie s 
giving them the right to face 
each other in November. 
Arkansas Gov. Dale Bum­ 
pers, 48, who has not at­ 
tacked 
Fulbright’s

only his age — could stake 
claim to a place on the 
Democratic national ticket 
in 1976 with a victory today. 
The winner is expected to 
defeat GOP candidate John 
Harris Jones in the general 
election. 
Differed Much 
N either the 
handsom e 
Bumpers, whose image is 
that of a leader of the “ New 
South,” nor the 69-year old 
Fulbright, an early opponent 
of the Vietnam war, differed 
much on issues. 
Bumpers, by asking voters 
to “join me and help restore 
our faith in the Democratic 
process,” apparently hoped 
discontent with incumbents 
in Washington would give 
him the victory. Fulbright, 
fighting to overcome early 
deficits in the polls, said he 
did not want the election to 
become a popularity contest. 
“ It’s all right to like Dale 


Bumpers and vote for Bill 
Fulbright,” read one slogan 
in F u lb rig h t’s cam paign 
against the governor, who is 
the state’s best vote getter.
